ROAD COMMISSIONERS. 


The Road Commissioners of Weston submit to the Town 
‘the following report : 


The appropriations of the past year have been expended 
according to the votes of the Town, as will be shown by the 
report of the Auditor. 

The subject of Highways, next to our Schools, is we think 
the most important to engage our attention of any one thing in 
the immediate future. Our proximity to the neighboring town 
of Waltham and city of Newton, together with our increasing 
number of city residents, with our increasing valuation, demand 
that we should commence a system of improvements, to’ be 
‘continued from year to year, without excessive taxation, as 
times and circumstances shall warrant. But when we consider 
that of our 42 miles of highways, only our three main avenues 
(and of these only South Avenue has its lines defined so that 
the right of the Town can be ascertained definitely,) are of 
legal width, and that of the remaining 32 miles the necessary 
width only can be obtained by taking land of the abuttors, we 
may possibly begin to realize what a herculean task we have 
before us, one which will demand the efforts and energies of 
the present generation at least.. ! 

We would bring to the notice of the Town the scarcity of 
material. Upon nota street in town can gravel be found with- 
in the limits of the highway, in sufficient quantity and of proper 
quality for grading purposes. We would recommend that 
measures be taken to secure material for future use, so far as 
practicable and convenient. 
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We recommend the granting of $3,500 for general repairs. 
An appropriation for the widening and grading of Church Street, 
according to the order of the County Commissioners, will be 
necessary. 

Last year, when it was decided to have a depot on the Mass. 
Central Railroad at the crossing on Concord Street, a strong 
pressure was brought to bear upon the Commissioners to widen 
and grade the approaches thereto. Not deeming it justifiable to 
expend so much of the appropriation for highways as would be 
necessary to do the work in a proper manner, we only graded 
so as to make it passable the past season. « We believe it due 
to that part of the Town that near the depot the street should 
be widened; likewise to Mr. John Warren, that the hill in 
front and approaches to his house should be suitably graded. 

We therefore recommend an appropriation of $600 to be 
expended on Concord Street, between Central Avenue and 
Merriam Street. - 

We would likewise call the attention of the Town to the 
state and condition of Forest Street, especially the bridge over 
the Mass. Central Railroad and the approaches thereto. Com- 
plaints have been loud and frequent, and not without cause, in 
regard to the bridge and its approaches, and likewise to the hill 
near the house of Wm. N. Gowell, but the Commissioners are 
powerless, not only by want of funds, but .by the embarrassing 
connections with the Central Railroad. The statutes provide 
that railroad corporations shall build all bridges over their roads’ 
and shall maintain said bridges and approaches thereto, in a safe 
and proper manner. As this provision is for all time, the Com- 
missioners wish to do nothing that may complicate or embar- 
rass the relations of the Town with the railroad hereafter. 

We were in hopes that this past year the affairs of the Cen- 
tral would be so arranged as to admit of a satisfactory settle- 
ment with the company, but that time appears no nearer at the 
present. We leave the subject to the consideration of the 
Town. . 

Our attention has been called by the authorities of the town. 


. 
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of Wellesley, to the hill known as Jennings Hill on Glen Road, 
lying partly in Wellesley and partly in Weston. It is, all know 
who have occasion to travel over it, a long, steep and narrow 
- roadway, and being the only outlet from that part of the town, 
and likewise to and near the growing town of Wellesley, it 
ought to be remedied if possible. Upon viewing it in company 
with the Selectmen of Wellesley, we find it inexpedient to cut 
on account of ledge, but it was thought best to build a new 
road on the brow of the hill, on the westerly side, of about one 

‘thousand feet in length, which would make a gradual rise and 
' save about ten feet in height.. At the time of the view, on 
account of snow and ice, it was judged best to defer the matter 
until a more satisfactory view could be had. It was likewise 
thought that the two towns could mutually agree upon the case 
without calling upon the County Commissioners, it ying not 
only i in two towns, but in two counties. : 

‘Should such road be built, a small appropriation of $400 or 
$500 would be necessary. 

A strong pressure upon us to widen Viles Street has been 
made. From the. railroad crossing to the house of John F. 
Warren, a distance of about 100 rods, is risin g ground, and the 
roadway so narrow that it is impossible for two teams to pass 
each other. Considerable heavy teaming is done over that road. 

We think $800 or $400 could be judiciously och in wid- 

ening Viles Street. 
| We have thus laid before the Town some of the most impor- 


tant and pressing claims which have been made upon us as 
Commissioners. If we should undertake to present them all, 
the printer would desire more time to prepare the repor ts than 
even the late’day on w hich our Annual Meeting is to be held 
would admit. | 

In conclusion, the Commissioners have endeavored honestly 
and sincerely to expend the several appropriations for highways 
in a judicious and satisfactory manner. If they have failed, it 
Is owing to errors of the head rather than of the heart. And 
we would earnestly express the wish that all would unite, with- 
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out sectional or personal feeling, in devising a better way to 
maintain our highways, if any can be found; and when found, 
in selecting the best persons to take charge of this important 
interest, so intimately connected with the mia welfare and 
prosperity of the Town.

OF THE 


Committee on Road Repairs. 


The Committee appointed at the last Annual Meeting, to 
investigate and report a better way for the Town to pursue in 
its road repairs, make the following report : 


In considering the subject of the present course adopted by - 
the Commissioners, we find many things that are very objec- 
tionable. To substitute a better course for the Town to adopt 
is a difficult task for your Committee to agree upon. We find, 
under the present course pursued, that the Commissioners have 
more repairs to make than they can do at the proper time of 
the year; also that they are too far away from a portion of the 
work to do it for the advantage of the town. We find also, 
under the present course, great objections in case of deep or 
drifting snows, as all the Commissioners live from two to three 
miles away from Central Avenue, which is our main thorough- 
fare. It would take either one of them two days at least, in 
case of as severe a storm as we have seen, to reach any part of 
said avenue. | 
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As many of our town’s people have business to attend that 
requires the roads open for travel at the least possible delay, 
they are obliged themselves through necessity to shovel out, 
and after the road has been trodden two days or more some one 
or two of the Commissioners will ride around, with a number 
of men, and a team of two or four horses, to see what a good 
road has been made, and charge the same to the Town. . We 
do not wish to go back to the highway-surveyor system, but in 
many respects we consider it better than the present course 
pursued. — eR 

We therefore recommend the Town to try the Commissioners 
one year more, and instruct them to appoint a few agents at 
different parts of the Town, to furnish help and make all re- 
pairs that are to be made on certain pieces of roads designated 
by the Commissioners. Also let them appoint a sufficient num- 
ber of men at different sections of the town, who can employ 
as much help as is needed to open the roads in case of deep or 
drifting snows, and have it plainly understood that no person 
is to receive pay for labor unless employed by one of said 
agents or Road Commissioners — these agents to receive the 
same compensation for their services as the Road Commission- 
ers. We think if these recommendations are faithfully carried 
out by said Commissioners, they will give satisfaction to the 
Town.

TOWN OF WES? 


By-Laws of the Town of Weston, in the County of Middlesex, and 
Commonwealth of Massachusetts, adopted at a Town meeting, April 3. 
1882, as approved by the Superior Court, begun and holden at Cam- 
bridge in said County, on the first Monday of June, 1882, to wit, 
June 14, 1882. 


1. Notice of every Town meeting shall be given by posting a copy 
of the warrant therefor in three or more public places in the Town at 
least seven days before the time appointed for such meeting. Such 
further notice of any Town meeting may be given as the Selectmen 
deem proper. In case of the adjournment of any Town meeting from 
one day to another, the Town Clerk shall cause notice of the time and 
place of holding such adjourned meeting to be posted at the Post Office, 
which notice shall state the business to come before such adjourned 
meeting. . if 

2. The Town Clerk shall attend punctually at the time and place 
appointed for any Town meeting, and, as soon as twelve voters are 
present, call the meeting to order, and proceed forthwith to read the 
warrant for the meeting, and the return of the person or persons who 
notified it ; and if it appears to him that said meeting was legally called 
and notified, he shall then call upon the voters present to bring in their 
votes for a Moderator (if one be required at said meeting), and he shall 
preside until a Moderator is chosen, and assumes the office. 

8. No action shall be had at any Town meeting on the report of 
any Committee previously chosen to report on any matter involving the 
expenditure of money, unless the same shall be specially notified in the 
warrant calling such meeting. 


4. No vote fixing the period for closing a ballot shall be reconsid- 
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ered after said ballot shall have begun; but an extension of the time. 
may be had by vote without reconsideration. 


5. No vote involving the expenditure of any sum of money exceed- 
ing one hundred dollars shall be reconsidered at the same meeting at 
which it is passed, unless public notice of the intention to move such 
reconsideration be given within thirty minutes of the passage of such 
vote. The Clerk shall note in writing the time of the passage of such 
vote and also the time when the notice of reconsideration is given. 


_ 6. Kvery motion or order which is of a complicated nature, or of 
unusual length, shall be reduced to writing, and all other motions at the 
pleasure of the presiding officer. 


7. The powers and duties of the presiding officer, not specially pro- 
vided for by law, or by the By-Laws, shall be determined by the rules 
of practice contained in Cushing’s Manual, so far as they are adapted 
to the conditions and powers of the Town. 


8. The financial year shall begin on the first day of March, and end 
on the last day of February following. 


9. The Annual Town Meeting shall be held on the third or fourth 
Monday of March in each year, at such time and place as the Select- 
men may appoint. 


10. The Selectmen, Overseers of the Poor, School Committee, 
Auditor (if any), Treasurer and Collector, with:uch other Boards of 
Town Officers, or Committees of the Town as may be deemed expedi- 
ent, shall report annually all matters. pertaining to their several depart- 
ments relating to the general interest and welfare of the Town, ‘The 
Selectmen shall also report an estimate of the sums of money needed 
to defray the necessary charges and expenditures of the Town for the 
ensuing year. ‘The selectmen shall cause the several reports, together 
with a copy of their warrant calling the Annual Meeting in March, to 
be printed, and a copy of the same to be left at the residence of every 
voter in Town (if known), two days, at least, before the time appointed 
for said Annual Meeting. 

11. The Selectmen shall hold regular business meetings, of which 
due notice shall be given. 

12. All bills against the Town shall be made out in detail with the 
proper date for each item, and shall be approved by a majority of the 
Board contracting said bill, and shall be presented to the Auditor, if 
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any ; if none, to the Selectmen for examination and approval ; and the 
Treasurer shall not be required to pay within forty-eight hours after 
such presentation and approval. 

13. The Selectmen shall at least once in every six months, and as 
much oftener as they think proper, examine thoroughly the books of 
the Treasurer, and ascertain the condition of the Treasury. 


14. <A discount of five per cent. shall be made and allowed on all 
taxes paid on or before October 15th in each year. All taxes shall 
become due, and payable February Ist of the year next succeeding the 
assessment thereof, and interest at the legal rate per annum shall be 
added to all taxes then unpaid ; and all real estate on which taxes re- 
main unpaid the first day of the following August, shall be sold by the 
Collector according to law. The Collector shall cause this section to be 
printed upon all! tax bills. 

15. The balance of any appropriation remaining after the object for 
which the money was appropriated has been accomplished, shall be covered 
into the Treasury, and shall be hable for any draft of the Selectmen 
for Contingencies. 

16. No money of the Town shall be paid from the Treasury, except 
upon approved bills by, or written orders of, the Selectmen or a majority 
thereof. . 

17. The Town Treasurer shall not borrow any money on behalf of 
the Town upon any promissory note, executed by him, as such Treas- 
urer, unless said note is first countersigned by the Selectmen. 

18. All Boards of standing Town Officers shall cause records of 
their doings and accounts to be kept in suitable books ; the person hay- 
ing charge of the same shall transmit them to his successor in office. 
Whenever any vote affecting the duties of any Town officers is passed, 
the Clerk shall transmit a copy of the same to such officer or officers, 
who shall enter it upon the records of the Board. | 

19. No person shall pasture cattle or other animals, without a 
keeper, in or upon any of the streets or ways of the Town, and in no 
event without first obtaining the consent of the owner or occupant of 
the adjoining land. 

20. No member of the Board of Selectmen or any officer appointed 
by the legal voters of the Town, authorized to make any contracts or 
agreements in behalf of the Town for labor, materials, goods, wares or 
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merchandise furnished to the Town, or for a loan of money, shall be 
interested in a private capacity, either directly or indirectly, in such 
contracts, agreements, or loan, nor shall either directly or indirectly, for 
himself or for any other person, receive any commission , discount, bonus, 
present or reward from the persons making such sale, loan, contract or 
agreement for furnishing such goods, wares, merchandise or money. 


21. Whenever any new street shall have been laid out or the direc- 
tion of an old one altered, by the Selectmen or Road Commissioners, 
and accepted and allowed by the Town, no entry for the purpose of: 
constructing such way or any part thereof shall be made until all claims 
for damages by reason thereof, shall have been finally adjusted or de- 
termined, unless such entry shall be authorized by special vote of the 
Town. 


22. No person shall throw or kick any hand or foot ball in any of 
the streets of the Town in the vicinity of the Town House. 


23. If any building shall be moved over or through any public 
street or square, the owner of such building and the persons moving 
the same shall be jointly and severally liable to the Town for all dam- 
ages, costs, and expenses for which the Town may be liable or which 
they may be compelled to pay in consequence of such removal or of any 
obstruction, incumbrance or injury occasioned thereby. 


24. No person shall place or cause to be placed in any public street 
or square, without a written license from the Road Commissioners, if 
any, if not from the Selectmen, any rubbish, dirt, wood, timber or other 
material to obstruct or mar the appearance of the street or sidewalk. 


25. No occupant of any house where there is, or has been recently 
any case of small pox, scarlet fever, diphtheria, or other infectious or 
contagious disease, shall be permitted to attend any public school in the 
Town, until a certificate of a regular physician, that there is no longer 
danger of infection, is obtained, and presented. to the teacher. The 
School Committee shall post or cause to be posted, a copy of this sec- 
tion in every school-room of the Town. 


26. No person shall behave himself or herself in a rude or disor- 
derly manner, or use any indecent, profane or insulting language in any 
public place in the Town, or near any dwelling-house, or other building 
therein, or be and remain upon any sidewalk, doorstep or other projec- 
tion from any house or building so as to annoy or disturb any person, 
or obstruct any passage to the same. 


‘ 
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27. No person shall tie or fasten any horse, cattle or team to any 
of the trees planted in any public highway, street, or public lands of 
the Town, or drive into the same any nails, spikes, hooks or clasps, nor 
affix any boards thereto. 

28. No person shall post, affix or in any way attach any poster, 
handbill, notice, advertisement or placard, or paint, draw or stamp any 
letter, notice, figure or advertisement, or mark upon or into, or other- 
wise deface any wall, fence, post, tree, building or structure not his 
own within the Town, without the permission of the owner of said wall, 
fence, post, tree, building or structure. 

29. No person shall fire or discharge any gun, fowling piece, or fire- 
arms, on any street, way or land of the Town, or on any private grounds 
except with the consent of the owner; provided, however, that this By- 
Law shall not apply to the use of such weapons at any military exercise 
or review, or in the lawful defence of the person and family or property 
of any citizen. 

30. Every violation of the foregoing By-Laws shall be punished * 
a fine of not less than two dollars nor more than twenty dollars, and all 
penalties recovered for such violation shall be paid’ into the Treasury of 


the Town, to inure to such use as the Town shall from time to time 


direct.

HIGH SCHOOL. 
Mr. F. W. ANTHONY and Mr. H. W. RInc, Teachers. 


The school commenced under the care of Mr. Anthony. The spring term 
was in efficiency and discipline in the same line as previous terms. 

The course of study was somewhat modified by dropping some three 
branches. There were oral and written examinations, which served to gather 
up and fix the ideas in the minds of the scholars. 

During the summer vacation Mr. Anthony received an invitation to the Prin- 
cipalship of the High School in Bradford. Considering the position a more 
eligible one on some accounts than the one in Weston, he accepted. 

While as a rule your Committee confine their reports to the condition of the 
schools, and leave the inference to be drawn as to the efficiency and merits of 
the several teachers, it may be allowable, however, to say a few things in re- 
gard to a teacher when his conection is severed with the school. ‘The relation 
of Mr. Anthony to the High School and the Committee was very pleasant. 
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He did not bring to Weston much actual experience in teaching in the school 
room, but being quick in perception, and readily accommodating himself to 
new conditions, he grew and developed in teaching ability. We see no reason 
why he may not rank among our best educators, if he continues as he has 
begun. 

His leaving Weston suggests one or two points to which we wish to invite 
your attention. While the salary we pay to a Principal is a living one, yet so 
related are we to the lower towns that there will be financial inducements pre- 
sented which will influence him to leave us, if he is a popular and successful 
instructor. Then again, as.a general rule graduates from our colleges prefer to 
teach a school in which the languages are included in the course of study. We 
were almost an exception in the State in this particular as a High School. 

Other reasons might be named why good and efficient teachers leave us. 
These changes are what it is not in the power of the Committee to prevent ; 
we regard them’ as demoralizing in their tendency, and discouraging to the 
Committee. 

Notwithstanding these obstacles, and others best known to your Board, we 
endeavor to. the best of our judgment and ability to meet and overcome them. 

In selecting a successor to Mr. Anthony much time was spent and effort put 
forth, to secure a competent teacher. Mr. Ring was therefore elected to fill 
the position. He has had some six years experience in teaching. 

To meet the demands required of him by all parties was simply impossible. 
The examination at the close of the fall term evinced good work in the differ- 
ent branches of study. The examination at the close of the school year was - 
very satisfactory. The scholars gave unmistakable evidence that they had mas- 
tered the principles of their studies. We were very happy to see so large a 
number of the friends present to witness for themselves as to the proficiency of 
the work done by the scholars. We regret, however, that we are compelled to 
have the High and Intermediate scholars in one room. If the Principal places 
the scholars upon their good behavior, to a great extent the younger scholars 
will take advantage of the liberty given them; especially will this be the case 
if some of the older ones are disposed to lead off, and exert a bad influence 
upon the younger. This difficulty occurred during the last term. We most 
sincerely hope that some plan may be devised whereby the schools shall be in 
separate rooms, where they shall be under their respective teachers, as to dis- 
cipline as well as to their studies.

INTERMEDIATE SCHOOL. 


Miss SARAH A. BRUCE and Miss ABBIE C. Fiske, Teachers. . 


lby referring to the table of statistics it will be seen that the whole number 
of scholars in this school is larger than any preceding year. On account of 
the distance to travel, as well as limited room, ten scholars who entered from 
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school No. 4 were permitted to remain and pursue their studies in that school. 
The plan worked admirably. The burden upon the teacher was increased ; 
however the influence of this class upon the younger pupils was in part a com- 
pensation for the extra labor. 

The spring term of the Intermediate was taught by Miss Bruce. By reason 
of ill health she resigned at the close of the term. The school did not make 
that improvemeut we had reason to hope; there was a lack of enthusiasm and 
ability to awaken an interest on the part of the pupils ‘of their age. The 
methods of instruction were very good, if they had been pursued with vigor. 

The services of Miss Fiske were secured for the remainder of the year at a 
salary of two hundred aud fifty dollars per year. She entered upon her work 
with body and mind refreshed, and with a determined purpose to raise the 
school to a higher intellectual standard. 

It is but justice for us to say that her efforts have been successful. We 
most earnestly invite the parents to cooperate in the endeavor to render this 
school as effective as possible, so that the scholars may be well prepared to 
enter the High School. If the pupil is very young and ranks quite low in 
arithmetic, so that his course of study will be greatly injured by promotion, 
then three years in the Intermediate School will be a necessity. 

Our scholars are graduating too young in order to reap the greatest benefit 
from our schools. A more thorough preparation for the High School will 
-. obviate this defect in our present course of study.

If the town sees proper 
to make a grant for the coming year, we wish it to be for the 
purchase of books and maps, as we are sadly in need of new 
maps of the United States for all the rooms.

We believe that most of the patrons of the Library appreci- 
ate the importance of keeping the books in a neat and present- 
able condition, and most of them are so kept; but we regret to 
say, that this is not universally the case; some books have been 
shamefully defaced and torn during the past year.

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of the reach of children who are too young to read them or to 
appreciate their value ; other playthings are much cheaper.
